Confidence Robbers in the 
Law’s Grip. 


Chief Darcey Strikes a Considerable 
Nest of Them. 


The Salt Lake and Los Angeles Rail- 


Jimmy Jordan's Fireside Feud—Chief Darcy Sees 


For some weeks past a number of male 
and female robbers have been operating in 
this city. From their friendly relations to 
each other now it would seem that they 
are here under contract, for on their ar- 
rival they acted, to the outside world at 
least, like strangers.

The watches are pawned by the fe- 
male thieves for from #20 to 830, ond as 
soon as the pawn ticket is placed in the 
male robber's hands, he sails out and soon 
has some “sucker” onastring. The crook 
is very bard up “and won't his dear friend 
take up the ticket? The watch cost him 
over $100, and he will sell the ticket to his 
very dear f ~dotlars.”

He goes to his jeweler to have it set, and in 
a boastful manner tells how he got it for 
less than half its original cost, when the 
jeweler informs him that he can buy them 
at the rate o dozen. The poor gull

A Preposterous Claim. 


Canada’s claim to exclusive jurisdi:- 
tion in and over Hudson Bay will, in 
all probability, be put forward by the 
Canadian and British members of the 
International Fishery Commission; and 
will, as a matter of course, be firmly 
opposed by the American side thereof. 

For more than a century American 
whalemen and fishers have frequented 
the waters of Hudson Bay without let 
or hindrance, and the fact that at this 
late day the Canadian authorities raise 
and assert the preposterous claim of 
exclusive jurisdiction, strengthens the 
impression that is fast gaining ground 
that the Britishers intend to balk an 
equitable settlement of the fisheries dis- 
pute. 

England has been very successful 
both in war and diplomacy, England 
has been successful because she never 
was known to make war upon an equal, 


diplomacy with an open hand and an 
honest spirit. 

On this fishery question we have had 
many treaties with England and com- 
pacts with Canada.

Tuc-ox (Ariz.), Nov. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] ‘There weté fully 10,000 people 
in this city today to witness the ceremony 
of presenting Gen. Nelson A. Miles with a 
sword on behalf of the citizens of Arizona, 
in honor ot his subjection of the Apaches. 
The day was one of great beauty. At 12:30 
o’clock Gen. Miles and party of army offi- 
cers reviewed the procession, which was 
one mile and a half long. One of the nota- 
ble features of the parade was a band of 400 
Papajo Indians in war paint and armor as 
they used in the campaign against the 
Apaches. The society of Arizona Pioneers 
and Grand Armyof the Republic acted as 
escort. In the procession were 600 school 
children. The column proceeded to the 
Park Gardens, where the presentation cere- 
mony occurred. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock the services were 
opened with prayer by the Rev. H. Cole, 
followed shortly by Gen. Johnson, president 
of the day. Judge William H. Barnes, 
of the Supreme Court of Arizona, 
then made the presentation speech. Gen. 
Miles, in responding, leaned on his cane 
and sword, and spoke with much feeling. 
He was very heartily cheered. The Gen- 
eral dwelt upon the heroic conduct of the 
regular soldiers, and thanked the donors 
for their handsome gift, which he accepted 


on behalf of all the troups he had com- 
manded. 

Letters were read trom Gen. William T. 
Sherman, Secretary of War Endicott, Gov. 
Corril, of Chihuahua, Gov. Torres, of 
Sonora, Gov. Ross, of New Mexico, and 
many others, and the following teiegram:

Fall Text of the Brave General's 
Speech of Acceptance. 

Tucson (Ariz.), Nov.8.—[Special.| The 
citizens of Arizona today assembled here 
about 10,000 strong, for the purpose of testi- 
fying their appreciation of Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles’s successful campaign against the 
Apaches, who had for so long rendered the 
people of this Territory so much trouble, 
and caused s> many homes to mourn the 
death of loved husbands, fathers and broth- 
ers. The weather was lovely and every- 
body in the best of spirits, The sword was 
presented to Gen. Miles by Judge William 
H. Barnes of the Supreme Court in an ap- 
propriate speech, and was accepted by the 
General in behalf of the soldiers who helped 
him fight the red devils, as well as in his 
own behalf. His remarks were as follows: 

FULL TEXT OF GEN. MILES’S SPEECH. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
To serve one’s country is a duty that affords 
the patriot more happiness than aught else: 
to protect the innocent and defend the de- 
feuseless has been the highest ambition of 
the soldier from time immemorial. ‘The 
true knight who buckled: on his armor to 
engage in a just cause found his richest re- 
ward in the eres of bis countrymen; 
and in gratitude to the goldier, no people 
are more ready than our own toac 
merited praise; none are so quick te dis- 
cern the truth, nor measure facts with 
more intelligence, than the American 
people. 

Where a ＋ me unite in one body in the 
expression of their approbation by the be- 
stowal of such a ieweled “‘embled of jus- 
tice’ as this, all other rewards and testi- 
monials which a soldier might receive 
seem to me insignificant in comparison. 

It would be useless for me to attempt to 
express in words my personal app tion 
of your good will. I feel that you have 
honored me in the highest degree by mak- 
ing me the recipient of this wken of — 
gratitude, and I accept it as an emblem 
chosen by the people of a vast Territory, not 
only as a testimonial to me alone, but more 
especially in recegnition of the services of 
that gallant body of men, who, in a recent 
arduous Indian campaign, achieved most 
gratifying success. Aside from its intrinsic 
worth, its beautiful design, wrought in 
precious metals and executed with artistic 
skill, I prize far more than all else that 
spirit of generous consideration which

ul a compliment, and 1 shall treasure it 
with more than grateful apyepcintion. 

On this oceasion I have but one regret,
